THE KU KLUX KLAN 


'. 
During the past few weeks there has 


•"been a representative of the Ku Klux Klan 
•in Appleion. seeking t<$ organize a group 


/ of Klansmen in this city. 
AYhether he 


:succeeded or not. we do not'know; but 
''doubtless a goodly number of persons have 
: listened to persuasive arguments and been 
fanore or less impressed. At, the close of 
! the Civil War. there was a similar organ- 
1-ization in the South, developed to check 
'the evils growing out of the carpet-bag 
ireffime: and since then we have hadspo- 
;radic imitations in the '"'white capsr? and 
'"'night raiders" and other organizations 
which have had a local and more or less 


; temporary history. This new Klan seems 
;to have swept the country and claims hun- 
.dreds of thousands of adherents. It has 
;"been most active in the South and South- 


but is now making great headway 


[in the middle western states. It is 
jclaimed that the Klan. is now coming in- 
.%> disfavor where it has been longest es- 
jtablished, and that its power and mem- 
]*ership are there rapidly declining. At 
ithe present time it has come into conflict 
jwith the administrative authorities of 
/three states who are seeking to check its 
'•unlawful activities. In Oklahoma the 


• governor has placed some counties under 
•military surveillance, and says he will put 
'the whole state under similar regulation. 
;if> it is necessary in order to stop the 
|Elan's flogging and abuse of citizens. In 


; Texas the governor has put the famous 
; rangers on the trail of the hooded offend- 
jers of law and order: and in Georgia the 
'governor has promised to call out the state 
'militia if there is a continuation of Ku 


atrocities. 


There are doubtless many good men in 


, ~.e organization who feel they are fur- 
Ithering the cause of right and justice. 
iThey have seen the failure of the courts 
|in many cases to administer justice: they 
(have seen officials smile at bootleggers 


• and wink at private distillers: they have 
: seen road-houses ruining young boys and 
'girls by harboring vice and drunkenness: 
Ithey have heard the cries of wives beaten 
land children abused: and have honestly 
jfclt that the best way to check crime and 


i immorality is for a group of citizens, be- 
'lieving in good order, to join together to 
administer justice where the law seems to 
them to be breaking down. 


But. 
however good may be the inten- 


tions of some klansmen. and, however 
real may be some of the wrongs they pur- 
pose to right, the Klan as an organization 
35 vicious, dangerous, criminal, and de- 
serves no place in our community life. 
The following arc some of the most seri- 
tms accusations ap^inst it. 


First. It encourages lawlessness, and 


•Ihus defeats the ends for which it was or- 
ganized. Its method is rha* of mob law; 


and. 
if generally practiced, would lead to 


social chaos. If one group of citizens can 
take the law in its own hands, so can any 
-other trr-Aup that thinks it has a srriev- 
'fince. This meant the substitution of law- 
lessness for order. 
The .courts may be 


«low in administering justice; but the 
remedy 5s to*"refonn. not attempt to snp- 


' plant 1hcm. 
We arc in a world where 


men's opinions differ vastly. 
Some be- 


lieve in our capitalistic system, and oth- 
er? believe the system to b« tirj.inst and 
oppressive. Does this permit a croup of 
J. \V\ \Ws. for example under rover of 
tho sight, to flog capitalists 


mife their industrial plants? They have 
as much right to do so as has the Ku Klux 
Klnn to substitute force for the orderly 
processes of law. Mass morality is anar- 
chy, for it substitutes muss action for the 
,the legal system of the state. 


Second. 
The Ku Klux Klan is un- 


American : for its existence, in large part, 
is due. t-o prejudice and hatred of certain 
classes pf our citizens. It is anti- Cath- 
olic, anti-Jew, anti-Negro and anti-alien. 
The Klansmen easily becomes excited 
when discussing any of the above men- 
tioned classes. He is especially bitter 
against the Roman hierarchy, and sees 
the country threatened by the Catholic ad- 
vance. He is equally sure that the Jew 
is getting the purse strings of the coun- 
try into his hands and wiir^commer- 
cially crowd the American to the wall. 
In short, he is ruled by a fanatical emo- 
tion rather than by rational judgment. 
"What he thinks he can accomplish by de- 
veloping class hatred, we do not know; 
but he should realize that in a democracy • 
every citizen has equal rights, regard- 
less of race, religion, or color. Nothing 
could be more destructive of our peace 
and prosperity as a nation, than for an or- 
ganization 'to gain great power whose se- 
cret purpose is to curtail the rights dnd 
liberties of classes of citizens who differ 
from it in belief or racial affiliation. 


Third. The Klan is unjust, for it ac- 


cus'es and punishes without trial. Every 
citizen has the right of self-defense, and 
the greatest travesties of justice will oc- 
cur when this is denied. "We all know 
how difficult it is to ascertain the facts 
and administer justice when every oppor- 
tunity is given to investigate a given case; 
and certainly a mob. with no chance to 
look carefully into the evidence, but us- 
ually acting on report or suspicion, is 
not qualified to administer just punish- 
ment. 
No man is safe where lynch law 


prevails. 
An enemy or a gossip may 


start reports which, enlarged by repeti- 
tion, may lead to drastic Klan action, 
when there is no truth whatever in the 
rumors. 
Such organizations 
terrorize 


communities, lead to mutual suspicion, 
and destroy that community confidence 
and unity which is necessary to social well 
being and individual happiness. 


• Fourth. The Klan's methods "are cow- 


ardly. Its members are sworn to secre- 
cy: they are initiated in a garb that 
conceals their identity even from their fel- 
low members: they go forth to execute 
their judgments in the dark: and their 
relation to the organization is known only 
to themselves and a few trusted officials. 
This in itself is sufficient Condemnation 
of the Klan. A man is a coward who in 
hooded garb and under the cover of the 
night does what he is unwilling to do in 
public and in the light of day. 
"Why is 


the-costume worn? 
TVhy this secrecy? 


Because the Klansman fears to have his 
identity known, and fears it because he 
realizes he is performing acts criminal be- 
fore the law. It is a method of escaping 
the consequence of illegal acts. It is the 
kind of thing which^shoots a man from un- 
der cover, or stabs him in the back. It is 
always cowardly for a man to be unwil- 
ling to face the results of his doings. 


But. 
says the Klansman, there is no 


other way of ha'ving justice done, and the 
end justifies the means. But there is an- 
other way. There is the legal method of 
making complaint to the officers of the 
law. 
and having the offender brought to 


justice. There is the manly way of mak- 
ing public accusation. If the case is not 
one where a man can be convicted under 
law. 
it is not a case bad enough to merit 


mob violence. There are few things more 
cowardly than for a considerable number 
of men in hooded garb to fall upon a de- 
fenseless individual and beat him almost 
or quite into insensibility, and especially 
when he has had no chance to make his de- 
fense or offer resistance. 
"We cannot see 


how any respectable man can encage in 
such unjust procedure. Dishonest 'and 
vicious men will always conceal thc-ir fac- 
es and do their work in the dark: bnt re- 
putable citizens should come into the open 
and not he afraid to act in the presence 
of all honest men.

ic to "eat more broad." The sponsors figured that 
t each person were to cat one more slice of bread 
a day all concerned would bencflt. 


If there Is one kind or class of food material 


which practically everybody in America already con- 
sumes In ample if not excessive quantity, it Is car- 
bohydrates, that is. bread as well as cereals (break- 
'aat foods), -potatoes, cakes, pastries, candles, sweets 
md sugar. 
Confine the movement to persuading 


children to eat more bread, and give them real 
bread, and we'll all holler for it. But for health's 
•sake don't start anything: which may make adults 
consume moro carbohydrate than they are now 
gorging. For most adults, especially those who car- 
•y any excess poundage, carbohydrates are really a 


Curse—though very palatable and enjoyable and the 
finest kind of good wholesome food. 
That's what 


nakes the carbohydrates a curse; they are so darn 
easy to eat. 
Onco again I find myself taking great pleasure 


n agreeing with Professor McCollum of Johns Hop- 
kins school of hygiene. 
The professor is exceed- 


ngly fond of milk; too fond of It. I sometimes think. 
He "has cheered the hearts^ of milkmen all over 
he country "by preaching the pre-eminence of milk 
as a basis of a-healthful diet for the American 
people which is all very well. JlcCollum's dictum 
s thoroughly sound, however. He urges more milk 
more fruit and more salads (the leafy vegetables 
and relishes raw) and less bread, less cereals and 
ess sugar in the diet. I commend the McCollum 
dea to every adult who finds himself toting slacker 
flesh 
It is good for what ails him bodily and men- 


'slice of bread yields, roughly. 100 calories or 


about the same nutritive value as a glass of milk. 
It doesn't matter much what kind of bread it is. 
All breads are about equal in nutritive value, 
though some fat folks fatuously eat only one kind 
of brand of bread and imagine they can reduce 
hat way. 
People who already carry enough weight should 


go eas'ily on carbohydrates at breakfast. Some fruit 
n season, of course. 
A cereal If you like, but 


not cakes or toast too, for that amounts to gorging 
with carbohydrates. 
A very suitable and sufficient 


breakfast for businessmen or professional man is 
fruit, a roll or a slice of toast or some fried yellow- 
corn meal' mush if one is going out to play, and 
coffee 
For the ordinary day of puttering around 


the office or 'store or riding about, fruit and coffee 
should suffice, at any rate for adults who are well 
nourished. Not for youngsters, however; the chil- 
dren should eat more than their elders because the 
children burn or should burn more fuel through the 
day and because they require more nutriment for 
growth. Precocious girls and dressed up boys who 
do not play as children should, ought to take less 
food than their parents do; if they take the same 
amount of food that normal children require, they 
are likely to grow obese and soft and sickly. 


What with bread, cake, ice cream, confections 


and the enormous per capita sugar consumption, 
we're just about caught up on carbohydrates and 
it would do us all good to McCollumize a bit.

Dreaded Pest To Farms 


In Wisconsin 


Mndi/on — The short hay crop this 


year and tho expected Importation of 
largo quantities of baled alfalfa from 
tho western stato may result In tho 
introduction of America's worst al 
fajfa pest into "Wisconsin. 


According to a statement Issued 


by the state department of agri- 
culture. the alfalfa, weevil is the most 
injurious insect attacking this crop 
In the world. It is now At work in 
Utah. Idaho, and neighboring states. 
and is so bad that alfalfa fields in 
soino districts arc sprayed to kill the 
pests, as potatoes are sprayed for po- 
tato bugs here. 


Since its discovery near Salt Lake 


City in 1004. the alfalfa weevil has 
spread about two hundred miles north 
and east into Colorado, Idaho and 
Wyoming, and west into Xevada, Ore- 
gon and California. Where It is nu- 
merous it completely devastates the 
fields. 


The department's attention to tho 


danger was called by Reid Murray, 
secretary of tho Wisconsin Livestock 
Breeders association, who, while trav- 
eling in Idaho, wrote to Commission- 
er of Agriculture John D. Jones, Jr.. 
as follows: "We find that there is a 
large amount of alfalfa weevil and 
that Oregon and some other states 
will not allow alfalfa from this 'sec- 
tion of laho to be shipped within 
their borders. * * * 
The insect is 


doing great damage here in many 
places and if • it would thrive under 
our conditions it would cause an enor- 
mous loss to our state."

the request - of Commissioner 


Jones. Dr. S. B. Fracker. state ento- 
mologist. investigated and found that 
the alfalfa weevil

thriving in climates like that of "Wis- 
consin: also that shipments of alfalfa 
from tho infected district could bring 
It in at any time. 


A quarantine against the infested 


states Is being worked out at the
